In Perryville, this morning, they 
wrecked another stolen automobile 
in which they were fleeing and ran 
to hide in a vacant house where 
they were arrested. The automo- 
bile careened into a truck and 
struck several other cars in the 
Perryville square. 

Fleeing on foot from the wrecked 
automobile, the pair hid their re- 
volver and the one taken from 
Trooper Walker, before entering 
the vacant house. They were un- 
armed and offered no resistance 
when Perry County officers, and 
State Highway troopers entered 
the house. 


Disheveled and Sullen. 
Dirty and disheveled in appear- 
ance, sullen in manner, they were 
taken to jail at Ste. Genevieve. 
Capt. Lewis Howard of Troop C, of 
the State Highway Patrol, to which 
Walker was attached, said they ad- 
mitted shooting Walker in a scuf- 
fle for possession of his revolver.

The President told reporters 
that his request for information 
was not an ultimatum and said it 
was silly to ask whether any time 
limit had been set for a reply.

Roosevelt has pointed to the 
seeming parallel between German 
strategy in Europe and Japanese 
aggression in Asia.

RUSSIANS REPORT

RAVENNA, O., Dec. 3 (AP).—

Reporting for the committee on 
Salaries and term of office, R. R. 
Brisbin of McKinley High School, 
St. Louis, cited statistics showing 
that the average annual salary of 
Missouri teachers had dropped 
from $1232 in 1931-32 to $1186 in 
1939-40, In 1937-38 the average 
Missouri salary was $1134, as com- 
pared to the national average of 
$1374, another report showed.

No specific recommendations 
were made on the question of rais- 
ing salary standards, but the xe- 
port urged that the association’s 
legislative committee prepare a 
tenure measure to be presented to 
the next session of the Legislature. 

“Outside the city of St; Louis,” 
delegates were told, “a Missouri 
teacher has less legal tenure than 
a tenant farmer. Before a tenant 
farmer’s lease expires, he receives 
at least 30 days’ notice as to 
whether or not he will be back 
for another year. Except in St. 
Louis, teachers may be dismissed 


at the end of a school yea? with- 
out any notice whatever.” 
Legislation was recommended 


that would require boards of edu- 
cation in rural districts to notify 
a teacher in writing,:at least 30 
days before the end of the term, 
of a decision not to re-employ the 
teacher. A permanent tenure plan 
in high school districts would be 
provided. 

A pamphlet distributed at the 
meeting showed that in the school 
year 1939-40 the amount of school 
revenue derived from local taxes 
was 65 per cent, while 10 years ago 
it was 81 per cent. Conversely, the 
amount derived from State taxes 
has risen, to a point where in 1939- 
40 it constituted 30 per cent.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—A 
House Military Affairs subcommit- 
tee started out today on the trail 
of defense millions that have gone 
to brokers and agents in connec- 
tion with arms contracts on which 
they have rendered little or no 
service, 

Under questioning by Investiga- 
tor H. Ralph Burton, it was shown 
how simply by a sleight-of-hand 
passing of chécks from one com- 
pany to another agents were hand- 
somely: rewarded. Today’s brief 
session concerned comparatively 
small amounts but Burton told re- 


{porters that subsequent testimony 


would show that millions were in- 
volved. 

One such agent is said to have 
run his bank account up from $1.25 
‘to $270,000 in less than a year. It 
was not definitely established that 
this was Leon K. Shannack, the 
agent to whom most of today’s 
testimony related, but Burton hint- 
ed that Shannack's bank account 
would be put in evidence tomor- 
row, when there will be further 
testimony on his activities. 

Shannack’s commissions were 
paid by. machine tool subcon- 
tractors who were getting con- 
tracts from thé Remington Arms 
Co. for shell dies. Testimony 
showed that Mario A. Besozzi, head 
of the Transcontinéntal Machine 
Tool Co. in Connecticut, obtained 
the original subcontract from 
Remington. 

Besozzi’s firm did not, however, 
carry out the subcontract. All 
Besozzi did was to deduct 5 per 
cent of the total amount paid un- 
der the Remington contract. 

At this point Shannack began to 
function. “te found another ma- 
chine tool company, the Green- 
wich Machine Tool & Die Co., 
which would make the shell dies 
for considerably less than the price 
called for in the contract between 
Remington and Transcontinental. 

Shannack delivered Transcon- 
tinent’s check for shell dies, 
which was the amount paid over 
by Remington, minus Besozzi's 5 
per cent.

“We 
don’t care particularly about’ the 
highly-paid directors and the 
workers getting pretty good sal- 
aries, but those fellows in the 
low classifications are being hard 
hit by the steady increase in 
prices,” he said. “Something ought 
to be done now.” 

Deputy Comptroller Charles IL. 
Cunningham said¢ today that it 
was possible for the Aldermen to 


effect the increase by amending 
the 1941-42 Standardization Ordi- 
nanee fixing rates of pay, and by 
amending the Personne! Ordinance 
_to conform to the changes, but 
any suih action would have to 
be approved by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment. In the 
past the Estimate Board, once 
the Standardization Bill has been 
passed, permitted it to stand for 
the year, he pointed out. 

Cunningham was unable to es- 
timate what a 10 per cent increase 
for city employes receiving $130 
a month or less would cost the 
city, but said it would affect 
about 3500 employes. 

Since most of the Aldermen are 
closely aligned with their Com- 
mitteemen, the request may re- 
ceive serious consideration. 


The committee also adopted a 
motion to ask Comptroller Louis 
Nolte for a list of all city em- 
ployes, for the committee’s use. 

“We want to know exactly who 
is on the payroll,” Evers told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “We have 
been wondering how many new 
employes have been put on from 
the various wards.”

Warning Signal Should Be 
Tried at Lindbergh.

Robert W. Hodson of Kirkwood, 


division engineer of the State High- > 


way Department, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today he would 
recommend to the department in- 
s‘allation of an overhead blinking 
light above the intersection of 


Lindbergh boulevard and Ladue 
road, scene of numerous automo- 
bile accidents. 

Such a blinker light, shownig 
red to motorists on Ladue, which 
has stop signs at Lindbergh, and 
amber to through traffic on Lind- 
bergh, would, in Hodson’s opinion, 
eorve as a warning of the intersec- 
tion without unduly delaying the 
through traffic. Installation would 
cost only several hundred dollars, 
he estimated. 

He suggested that the effect on 
traffic could be observed for a 
trial period, possibly two or three 
months. He added that if it did 
not accomplish its purpose, the al- 
ternative would be installation of 
stop signs for Lindbergh boulevard 
traffic, 

The extent of restriction of 
through traffic has been a question 
in the minds of engineers, Hodson 
went on, explaining that their ef- 
fort has been to fit signs to the 
pattern of traffic without requiring 
an unreasonably low speed, Pres- 
ent signs on Lindbergh at Ladue 
call ‘attention to the intersection 
and warn motorists to slow to 40 
rriles an hour, 

A blinking light at the intersec- 
tion was suggested by § the 
Post-Dispatch in an editorial yes- 
terday. 

Earl Radcliffe, safety engineer in 
the Kirkwood office of the State 
Eighway Commission, said recently 
that “something must be done” 
about the intersection, but made 
no specific suggestion. 

In the last three years one per- 
son has been killed and 19 injured 
in automobile accidents at the in- 
tersection. On Nov. 21 Mrs. Fred- 
erick C. Orthwein Jr., 40 Portland 
rlace, was injured seriously when 
an automobile driven by her hus- 
band collided with another car 
there. 


STATE SOCIAL SECURITY BOARD 
CALLED ‘ARBITRARY’ BY JUDGE 


Ordered to Reconsider Its Denial 
of Help to Aged Pair Living 
on Scraps. 

The State Social Security Com- 
mission was ordered by Circuit

At 
other conferences he had declined 
to comment publicly on this topic 
by observing that this Government 
was showing unusual patience with 
the Japanese.

The announcement also dove- 
tailed into “background” informa- 
tion given by American and Brit- 
ish officials regarding the serious 
view they take what they say is 
Japan’s objective of controlling 
Asia and the Pacific Ocean.

HULL CONTRASTS . 
PACIFIC. POLICIES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 (AP).— 
Secretary of State Hull repeated 
today that a general settlement in 
the Pacific still depended on Japa- 
nese acceptance of non-aggression 
policies outlined in the American 
note which was handed to Japa- 
nese envoys last week. No reply 
has yet been received, he told re- 
porters. 

Hull described the long months 
of Japanese-American conversa- 
tions. since last April as a period 
of conversation and confusion—a 
confusion resulting, he said, from 
actions and statements at variance 
with the principles under discus- 
sion. 

Hull said, in effect, that the dis- 
patch of a special envoy from 
Tokyo—Saburo Kurusu—had not 
altered the picture and that dis- 
cussions since Kurusu’s arrival on 
Nov. 22 still remained in the ex- 
ploratory stage which had char- 
acterized the previous seven 
months of conversations with the 
Japanese Ambassador. 

The discussions, Hull said, had 
revolved around two basic and 
diametrically opposed policies: 
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nomic, moral and social con-

Says U. S. Should Demand 


Such a Federation, With . 


One Economy and Single 
Currency. 


DETROIT, Dec. 3 (AP).—Henry 
Ford said in an interview here to- 
day that out of the war in Europe 
will come a federation of the world 
in which “all barriers of national- 


ity will be leveled and the peoples |# 


of the world.livs in common peace 
and prosperity.” 

It will be a federation in which 
politics will be definitely discard- 
ed; one in which a universal cur- 
rency, a universal economy and a 
universal market will prevail, he 
asserted. 

Unless such a federation is estab- 
lished, the 78-year-old industrialist 
added, the present war will be only 
a dress rehearsal for another and 
more terrible conflict. 


U. 8S. as Example. 

“The United States is a practical 
example of federation. We feder- 
ated because it was the only way 
to save ourselves from ruin. Eu- 
rope is finding she cannot live un- 
federated today,” Ford said. 

“Tf the United States puts its 
influence behind it, the same type 
of agreement can be arrived at in 
Europe. No country should be 
forced in, but every. country soon 
would see the advantage to be 
gained by voluntarily coming in. 
They would need no armies and 
there would be no wars because 
nations would all be neighbors in 
the same federation. This in turn 
would lead to a universal currency 
and a universal economy and a de- 
veloped industry that would have 
all the world for its market.”

running as a pennant contender. 


Leaving his newly-appointed suc- 
cessor, Mel Ott, to worry over the 
Giants, Terry tackled the farm 
problem which at the moment ap- 
peared to need more building than 
rebuilding. The Giants own only 


about a half-dozen minor league | 
clubs—Jersey City in the Interna- | 


tional League; Fort Smith in the 


Western Association; Milford, Del., | 
Salisbury | 


in the Eastern Shore; 
in the North Carolina State 
League; and Bristol of the Appa- 
lachian. Jersey City is a double-A 


club, Fort Smith class C, and the 


remainder class D. 
The Giants last season had 


‘ working agreements with Jackson- 


ville of the, class B South Atlantic 
League and Natchez in the class 


D Evangeline. Both are to be re- 


newed. 


Dickering ‘or Four Clubs. 


Terry disclosed that the Giants. 


are dickering for four more minor 
league clubs, but declined to name 
them or say “whether working 
agreements or outright acquisition 
was contemplated. 

“This is the work I have been 
wanting to do,” said Terry last 
night; “and I feel sure that I can 
give Mel some ball players that 
will be a great deal better than 
what I have had to work with 
recently.” 

The surprise change in the Giant 
set-up, which broke on the eve of 
the fortieth convention of the Na- 
tiona]) Association of Baseball 
Leagues, cost Terry a sizable cut 
in salary. The former first base- 
man, who succeeded the late John 
McGraw in 1932, had been receiv- 
ing $42,000 a year. His new salary 
was not disclosed, but was under- 
stood to be approximately $30,000.

Ott was given a two-year con- 
tract. After the decision to offer 
Ott the managership had been 
made, he could not be located by 
Stoneham for several hours and

Small minor leagues 
were forced by their financial 
condition to use the cheapest 
baseballs that would serve with 
any degree of satisfaction.

tirely or in part by major 
league clubs, and it would seem 
to be worth the majors’ while to 
add a little more to the amount 
of subsidy, in the interest of de- 
pendable batting and fielding 
averages.

plastics in fuse assemblies, shell 
noses, ordnance and small arms 
equipment. 

Gress, who is regional sales man- 
ager in the Monsanto plastics di- 
vision at Springfield, Mass., said 
the United States is self-sufficient 
in raw materials for producing 
plastics, such as cotton, coal and 
products, but that 
most of the materials and chem- 
icals needed are used for other de- 
fense production at present. 

“Even without shortages of the 
basic chemical ingredients from 
which plastics are made,” he said, 
“there ig no question that the in- 
dustry’s productive eapacity for 
molding compounds and resins 
would not be sufficient to take 
care of both defense and con- 
sumer goods demands during 1941.” 

Gress said plastics would be val- 
uable for making refrigerator cab- 
inets and will be used in construc- 
tion work. Under the impetus of 
the aluminum scarcity, he added, a 
new art of producing a high-speed, 
non-solvent extrusion of plastics

But am- 
munition is beginning to roll into 
the camps now and the men have 
been promised much more firing 
with it in the next few weeks. 

it is not only natural that the 
men want the more dramatic job 
of working with tanks and planes.

The 
average intelligent private knows 
that the infantry still plays a high- 
ly important part in war, that ar- 
mored attacks have little value un- 
less. followed up immediately by 
strong infantry units. .

Gomplaints of Men. 


Here is the complaint of an 
enlisted man who would like to 
get ahead: 

“We've never even seen a tank. 
When we were on maneuvers 
some of the men heard that some 
tanks were going by a couple of 
miles away. They jumped in a 
car to get a look at them, but 
they’d gone by the time the men 
got there. 

“We've never really worked with 
airplanes. We heard that there 
was some dive-bombing on ma- 
neuvers, but our outfit never saw 
any. The enemy planes did a lit- 
tle hedge-hopping every morning, 
but that’s all. They tell me that 
the scream of a dive-bomber is as 
demoralizing as the bomb itself 
and that it’s hard to get ysed to 
it. But we've never had any 
chance to see what it’s like. Most 
of our men can’t even identify 
our own types of planes.” 

The private further complained 
about fatigue duty and having to 
listen to additional lectures on 
military courtesy, which were ap- 
parent fill-ins because there was 
nothing else to do. “I think it was 
Pershing who said, ‘Salute and 
shoot and forget the regt’,” he re- 
marked with a final flourish. 

The officers don’t mind hearing 
complaints like this. If. the pri- 
vate wants more shooting, more 
action, they know he will be a 
good soldier. The officers, too, 
would like to’ see more ammuni- 
tion, would like to have training 
with an armored force. 

On equipment, the _ division 
stacks up better than some of the 
Army’s severe critics would have 
you believe. The division is now 
about 2500 below its arfthorized 
strength of 18,000, but it has 7000 
Garand rifles, enough for every 
man who should have one. Offi- 
cers have their .45-caliber - pistols, 
drivers of the artillery trucks have 
their Browning automatic rifles— 
about 600 in all. In the future all 
officers below the rank of Major 
will have the new carbines, which 
will increase the firing strength of 
a regiment by about one-third. . But 
no division has the carbines as yet, 

The first of the new and won- 
derfully tractable 37-mm. anti-tank 
guns arrived in camp about a 
month ago. Half the camp was 
then on furlough, and the men are 
just now learning how to handle 
them. The division now has 24 of 
the guns. It should have 8&4. 


Needs Machine Guns. 


The greatest deficiency is in the 
new .50-caliber machine guns, of 
which the division should have 144 
and as yet has received none. The

Timoshenko's Success at Rostov 
_ Fills Russians With New Hope 


People Now Asking if Victory May Not Be 


Repeated on Moscow Front — Red Army’s| 
,. Strategic Position Vastly Improved.

HE Russians have good rea- 
T son to raise their Vodka 
glasses to the Red Army—and 
thousands are doing so. For the 
recapture of Rostov, key to the 
Caucasus, has fired the Russian 
people with new hope, Everybody 
is talking about it. 

“If we have been able to push 
the Germans back from Rostov 
where the situation looked s0 
black may it not be possible to 
do the same at Moseow?” many 
‘are asking. — iw EM ip Pl. pitts Maia, 9 

The. implication of this new 
achievement by the commander-in- 
chief of the southern armies, 
Marshal Semyon Timoshenko, is 
far-reaching from the standpoint 
of morale as well as from strategic 
considerations. It is too early to 
foresee how far the Russians: will 
be able to folléw up their suc- 
cesses in the Rostov area.. But 
enough territory has already been 
retaken to indicate that the ejec- 
tion of the Germans from Rostov 
was probably the biggest and cer- 
tainly the most dramatic Russian 
victory so far in this. war. 

Effect on War. 

Here is what it means: 

1. It has deprived the Germans 
of a key transportation and in- 
dustrial center which they un- 
doubtedly intended to utilize as a 
base for advance into -the Cau- 
casus. 

2. It offers hope for the restora- 
tion of traffic over the main chan- 
nel of supply from the oil fields 
of the Caucasus and from Iran. 
There are secondary routes but 
they are very limited in their ca- 
pacity. Any curtailment of the 
flow of oil from the Caucasus re- 


would seriously affect*the Russian 
war effort. 


3. It accomplishes a primary aim 
of the Russians to grind down 
German material and man power. 
According to Russian claims at 
least eight German tank, motor- 
ized and infantry divisions have 
been so far routed (four at Ros- 
tov and four in the counteroffen- 
sive through the Donets basin, 
northwest of that city.) Dis- 
patches from the front tell of the 
destruction, or capture of consid- 
erable quantities of material 
which have not yet been tallied. 


.4 It seriously dislocates the 
time table for Hitler’s all-impor- 
tant drive for Caucasian oil. At 
best it probably will be weeks be- 
fore the defeated armies can re- 
organize for a new offensive. 


5. The Russian success is bound 
to deeply affect Turkey, whose 
diplomacy is linked to the situa- 
tion in the adjacent Caucasus. 


Glory for Timoshenko. 


Marshal Timoshenko’s success at 
Rostov waé not his first. He earned 
world plaudits for the defense of 
Smolensk which the Germans were 
able to capture only at terrific sac- 
rifice and after parts of the city

Long-Range View. 

No matter how you look at the 
situation, you keep coming back 
to the fundamental fact that while 
the Germans are making some 
progress in crucial sectors of the 
front, the long-range prospects are 
no worse and in some respects are 
better from the Russian. standpoint 
than they were five months or even 
a month ago. 

Admittedly, Moscow is in grave 
jeopardy. Leningrad is fighting 
the threat of encirclement. Yet, it 
must be distressing for German 
strategists to find the Red army 
trading punch for punch after five 
months of a war which was to have 


eight weeks. 

The Red Army, despite repeated 
German pincer operations, remains 
in the sixth month of the ¢onflict 
an organized, undiscouraged entity 
which has profited much from the 
lessons learned in actual combat 
and has plugged the weak points

For five of the accused, 
indictments on this charge were dismissed by the 
Judge; 23 were acquitted by the jury; one man: 
killed himself before the trial began, 

Eighteen persons, however, were convicted on the 
charge of conspiracy to create insubordination in the 
armed forces of the Government. This is remarkable 
since James H. Bartlett, the Government’s key wit- 
ness and a former member of the party, said he 
had never read anything in the party’s literature, or 
heard any of its members say anything, advocating 
such a program, 

These convictions are the first in any court under 
the Smith amendment of 1940 to the Sedition Act of 
1861, I, F. Stone, writing about the case in The 
Nation last July, said of this measure: “For the 
first time in peace since the alien and sedition laws 
of John Adams, a mere expression of opinion is 
made a Federal crime.” 

It is reassuring, therefore, that the cases of the 18 
convicted persons are to be appealed. The higher 
Federal courts will thus have an opportunity to pass 
upongboth the convictions and upon the drastic law 
involved. The Government must protect itself, of 
course, against any Teal danger to its security, but 
to fire its legal siege guns at such a mouse-like party 
of theorists is fantastic. Furthermore, restrictions 
upon opinion are far out of keeping with the 
principles of our democracy, 

The higher Federal courts have a good record for 
guarding the people against laws and prosecutions 
inspired by hysteria. They may be expected to de- 
termine this case and appraise this law on whatever | 
actual merits they may have.

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DAVID LAWRENCE AS A PROPHET. 

The perils of prophecy are well illustrated by an 
examination of the articles of David Lawrence, the 
political columnist, during the course of the captive 
mine dispute.. ; 

Oct. 26,.—-Mr, Lawrence said that the attitude of 
the National Defense Mediation Board at that time 
‘would seem to indicate that disputes over the closed

Perhaps the most significant aspect of the antt- 
Fascist conspiracy discovered at Trieste is the fact 
oa the Italian authorities are nc’ trying to conceal 

minfmize it. The official news agency Stefani 
sal 1a trent” sannatehiy. The head of the spe- 
cial. tribunal investigating the plot goes further 
and.says jt is a “very vast revolutionary movement” 
ein which “mary responsible people” participated. 
‘The announcement tells of spies, saboteurs, destruc- 
tion of munition plants, wrecking of trains, the 
killing of hundreds of Italians, even an attempt to 
assassinate Mussolini in 1938. 

Trieste was Austrian from 1388 until 1918, but 
this is no revolt of conquered peoples, such as the 
outbreaks now harassing the Nazis. The Adriatic 
port was .75 per cent Italian even under Austrian 
rule, and was for generations a center of irredentist 
agitation,. The conspiracy now brought to light 
is apparently a revolt of-Italians against their own 
Government, although the Government -attributes 
it largely to Yugoslav refugees. Since the plot 
dates back at least to 1938, however, this explana- 
tion {s not plausible,

CHAIRMAN HEYNE VS. EX-CHAIRMAN MURPHY. 

Does Gov. Donnell approve of the action of Chair- 
man Heyne of the Missouri Athletic Commission in 
handing out season passes to boxing and wrestling 
shows here? Some of the passes have been sent out 
by Heyne at the suggestion of Barak T. Mattingly, 
Republican National Committeeman for Missouri. 

Heyne has distributed passes among numerous 
politicians, including St. Louis Circuit Judges, Judges 
of the State Supreme Court and appellate courts, 
State officials, Mayor Becker and other city officials 
here and in other Missouri cities, He sent passes 
to Sam Breadon, Branch Rickey, Don Barnes and 
William 0, DeWitt of the two major league baseball 
clubs, but they returned them, saying they preferred 
to pay their own way. 

As a form of minor gravy, the handing out of 
passes to curry political favor is an old custom of 
the Missouri Athletic Commission, with one notable 
exception, When Russell Murphy was- commission 
chairman, during the administration of Gov, Stark, 
he discontinued the practice on the ground that for 
an official body to give away free season tickets 
was to place the commission under obligation to the 
promoter; hence, improper. He contended that, if 
the promoter wanted to give away his own seats, 
that was his business, unless it became in some way

Damaging of property and transmission of disease are among the 
destructive work done by swarms of rats in city and county; they 
can be controlled and even exterminated by concerted measures, 
writer says; praise for fine work being done by Clayton officials.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
S T. LOUIS is riddled with rats. Most 


cities are riddled with rats—with ‘the. 


perfectly preventable menace of crea- 
tures which carry “bubonic plague, typhus 
fever, trichinella spiralis, rat-bite fever, in- 
fectious jaundice, possibly trench fever, 
probably foot-and-mouth disease, and a form 
of equine influenza” (Zinsser, “Rats, Lice 
and History”), whose destructiveness is al- 
most unlimited, and which are so prolific 
that one pair of rats can produce in five 
years 940 billion descendants. This figure 
was quoted by Clarence Marlow, Assistant 
Health Commissioner of Clayton, in a recent 
address before the Clayton League of Wom- 
en Voters, who have committed themselves 
to a drive against rats, 

Not a good word can be said for the rat. 
According to Dr. Zinsser; “It can live any- 
where and eat anything. It burrows for 
itself when it has to, but when it can, it 
takes over the habitations of other animals 
and kills them and their young. It climbs 
and it swims,” Zinsser quotes estimates of 
the destructiveness of rats made by the 
United States Department of Agriculture; 

“Rats destroy grain, corn, poultry, birds, 
young plants, eggs and merchandise of all 
sorts. -They cause enormous damage to 
buildings by gnawing wood, pipes, walis and 
foundations. Hagenbeck had to kill three 
elephants because the rats had gnawed 
their feet. Rats have gnawed holes in 
dams and started floods; they have started 
fires by gnawing matches; they have bitten 
holes in mail sacks and eaten the mail; 

they have actually caused famines in India 
by wholesale crop destruction in scant 
years, They have nibbled at the ears and 
noses of infants in their cribs; starving rats 
evoured a man who entered a disused 
ne.”

Far East a negotiated peace with 
the demoralized Chinese in which 
their resentment would be exploit- 
ed by raising the cry of “Asia for 
the Asiatics.” . 

This was to be accomplished by 
persuading us to make an agree- 
ment in which Japan would tem- 
porarily withdraw somewhat from 
her advanced positions, and would 
temporarily promise not to attack 
anyone but the Chinese. In return 
we were to supply Japan with oil 
and with cotton for gunpowder so 
that she could prosecute more vig- 
orously her war against China. 
The plain purpose of this proposal 
was not. peace in the Pacific: it 
was to isolate and infuriate the 
Chinese and thus create an irrep- 
arable resentment within China 
United States and 
Great Britain.

UR refusal to fall into this trap 
is what Gen. Tojo is referring 
to when he accuses us of “throw- 
ing the Asiatic peoples against 
each other.” What he means is 
that we have refused to throw 
China into the arms of Japan.

betraying her, our enemy, a sort 
of Asiatic Vichy and the ally of 
Japan. What Gen. Tojo means 
when he says that Gen. Chiang 
Kai-shek “is dancing to the tune 
of America and Britain and Com- 
munism” is that the Generalissimo 
is not willing to be an Asiatic Mar- 
shal Petain. — . 

Gen. Tojo is angry becausé we 
have not been foolish enough to 
sell-out an invaluable ally in order

friendly. Our offense in his eyes 
is that we have. not thrown away 
the support of the Chinese Nation- 
al Army whieh holds.) Japan in 
check, and in addition that .we 
have not agreed to supply Japan 
with the materials she most 
urgently need in order to make 
war more fiercely. We have com- 
mitted the crime of understanding 
our own vital interests, of not be- 
traying our friends, of not disas- 
trously weakening our whole posi- 
tion in the world, and of not 
strengthening our enemies,

HERE remains the question of 

whether Mr. Kurusu, having 
failed to break up the Far East- 
ern coalition, has a second set of 
instructions which might lead to 
a general settlement by negotia- 
tion in the Far East. We shall 
see. In the meantime, what we 
know for certain is that there 
can be no settlement inthe Far 
East which is not a general settle- 
ment, and that there can be no 
general settlement if there is any 
weakening of the common diplo- 
matic front that now includes 
America, the British Common- 
wealth, China, Russia and The 
Netherlands. No concession of | 
any kind can be made to Japan 
if it is made at the expense of any 
member of this. coalition, The de- 
fensive position against Japan is 
a chain of which these nations 
are the links, and the whole de- 
fensive position will be fatally im- 
paired if any one of the links is 
weakened or broken.

Nothing else 
can possibly induce the Japanese, 
only the certainty that they must 
face overwhelmingly superior force 
can persuade the Japanese, that a 
negotiated peace among equals is 
for them the better part of wis 
dom. The war party im Japan, 
which is deeply enmeshed with the 
‘Nazis, contains secret societies of 
reckless men who are terrorizing 
the moderate Japanese. It is dan- 
gerous inside of Japan to be a 
statesman working for peace, even 
though it is very dangerous for 
Japan as a nation to go to war. 
Only an absolutely firm stand on 
a common front by all of Japan’s 
neighbors in the East can give 
the least promise that the saner 
Japanese will prefer to face the 
terrorists at home rather than the 
great coalition abroad.

ARCHBISHOP SAYS 
STALIN S CAPABLE 
OF TURNNGONUS 


Michael J. Curley Asserts 
He Would Not Be Sur- 
prised to See Reds Line 
Up With Hitler. 


: 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 3 (AP).—As- 
gerting that “more than one dog 
has bitten the hand that fed it,” 
Archbishop «Michael J. Curley 
warned in an interview that Stalin 
is “quite capable of turning on the 
United States, were that to suit his 
purposes.” 

The primate of the Catholic dio- 
ceses of Baltimore and Washing- 
ton told the Baltimore News-Post 
yesterday that “I would not be sur- 
prised to see Stalin and Hitler get 
together again, in ‘spite of what 
their nations, Germany and Rus- 
sia, have done to one another dur- 
ing the past 23 weeks.” 

Archbishop Curley said, “We of 
the United States are fighting side 
by side with Stalin, the greatest 
murderer of men the world has 
ever known,” because “he is fight- 
ing Hitler,” but “there were days 
and years when Stalin was not 
fighting Hitler, but rather fighting 
battles in behalf of Hitler.” 

Cites Shouts for Peace. 

“Tn those days, not so far past, 
millions of Americans, young and 
old, shouted from the housetops 
for ‘peace and democracy’—the 
great democracy in that time be- 
ing, in their minds, the Russia of 
Stalin,” the Archbishop said. 

“These Americans flopped—these 
moronic Hollywood ‘geniuses,’ these 
scions of millionaire families, these 
jewel-bedecked ‘thinkers’ in Wash- 
ington, these university professors, 
these writers—they flopped from 
one side to another according to 
the changes as dictated by the 
Browder boys, who kept their ears 


attuned to catch the notes coming 


from Moscow.” 

The Archbishop said that “first 
they cried for peace; then , they 
cried out for an all-out war.” He 
added that “our American reds 
and pinks and fellow travelers ap- 
pear now before the public as in- 
tensely interested in the welfare 
of America” but “their primary 
interest is, and has been, in the 
welfare of Godless Russia.” 

Cry for War. 

“The cry of peace no longer 
rings in the air from. our own 
peace organizations,” Archbishop 
Curley said. “Even Mrs, Roose- 
velt’s American Youth Congress is 
crying out tacey for war. War. 
War.” 

“We say we all hate Commu- 
nism,” headded, “but I wonder just 
now if Communists are not taking 
advantage of the situation to build 
up here in this free republic of the 
United States a system which has 
for the past 21 years had but one 
object; namely, the destruction of 


the very Government from which | 


help is now going to the head of 
Communism today. 

“T have no more confidence fn 
Stalin than I have in Hitler. 

‘The man who’ double-crossed na- 
tions, who is guilty before God and 
man of the murder of millions, is 
quite capable of turning on the 
United States, were that to suit his 
purposes.”

MELBOURNE, Dec. 3 (AP).— 
The 9400-ton German surface raid- 
er Steiermark scored a direct hit 
on the 6830-ton Australian cruiser 
Sydney in an engagement Nov. 19 
and then was set ablaze by a 
broadside of the sinking warship, 
German survivors said today. 

Two boatloads of men from the 
crew of the raider, also known as 
“No. 41” and the Kormoran, were 
landed last week at Carnarvon, 
West Australia, authorities report- 
ed. 

(The Australian Government an- 
nounced yesterday that the Sydney 
was missing atd presumed lost 
after an engagement in which it 
destroyed the Steiermark, which

“The Sydney was on patrol duty 
some 3000 miles west of Carnarvon 
when she encountered the Kor- 
moran. 

“The initial advantage lay with 
the German since she was dis- 
guised as a merchantman and her 
identity had to be established be- 
fore she could be attacked. 


“The encounter took place short- 
ly before dusk. 

“In the absence of direct evi- 
dence, it can only be assymed that 
some factor prevented the Sydney 
from making use of her aircraft 
for reconnaissance from a distance. 

“The Sydney closed on the sus- 
pect, cleared for action. 

“As soon as the Kormoran was 
convinced that her identity was 
known she opened simultaneously 
with the first salvo from the Syd- 
ney. 

“She struck the Sydney on the 
bridge, damaging the central con- 
trol and starting a fire. 

“The Sydney closed the range, 
crippling and setting the enemy on 
fire. 

“The enemy abandoned ship and 
she blew up.

Against the rising clamor for 
conscription for’ overseas service, 
Prime Minister W. L. Mackenzie 
King and hig Liberal government 
stand firm. They recall that the 
Conservatives as well as the Lib- 
erals were opposed to conscription 
for overseas service at the general 
election in March, 1940, which saw 
Mackenzie King returned to office 
for another five years by an over- 
whelming majority, 


Fight in: Prospect. 

Since then the Conservatives 
have changed their minds about 
conscription and now favor it, and 
they have produced an issue that 
has put the Liberal government 
on the spot. Moreover, they have 
found a new party leader, former 
Prime Minister Arthur Meighen, to 
replace the ailing R. B. Hanson, 
who had succeeded former Prime 
Minister Richard Bennett. Meighen 
is renowned for his keen wit, his 
sharp tongue and the enemies he 
has made. Sparks should fly in 
Parliament when he.and Macken- 
zie King face each other in the 
session opening in January, 


Meighen was Solicitor General 
in the World War government 


headed by Sir Robert Borden, and’ 


he steered through the Commons 
the compulsory military service bill 
that provoked rioting in Quebec. 


French-Canadians form 30 per 


cent.of the population of Canada, 
and most of them live in the Prov- 
ince of Quebec. They are an insular 
folk who do not travel much and 
they do not have the same interest 
as English-speaking Canadians in 
the fate of England. While unwill- 
ing to be drafted overseas, they do 
not mind enlisting for home duties, 
and they maintain that recruiting 
statistics will show the French- 
Canadians are no less patriotic 
than their brethren. Their argu- 
ment runs like this: 


“Why should Canada, a vast con- 
tinent with less than 12,000,000 peo- 
ple to defend it, be expected to 
send men across the ocean to de- 
fend the British Isles, which are 
comparatively small and have a 
population of 44,000,000? Isn’t it 
wiser that Canadians should stay 
at home to defend their own shores 
and to operate their own farms 
and factories?” 


Mackenzie King’s Dilemma. 


The counterargument is that the 
Battle of Britain is also the Battle 
of Canada and that when the Al- 
lied invasion of’ Europe material- 
izes in a year or two, Canada must 
contribute an expeditionary force 
with ample reserves. 


Whatever the final decision, the 
conscription issue is a growing 
pain as Canada comes of age. And 
to no ofe is it more of a pain than 
to Prime Minister Mackenzie King. 
Two horns of a nasty dilemma con- 
front Mackenzie King. One horn 
is that the Conservative party, 
coming to life under the bold lead- 
ership of Meighen, is attacking the 
government for failure to launch 
an all-out war program, including 
universal conscription, and also is 
demanding that Mackenzie King 
form a non-party, coalition govern- 
ment which would take in Con- 
servatives as ministers, very like- 
ly Meighen among them. The 
second horn of the dilemma is 
that. Mackenzie King was re-elect- 
ed on a platform opposed to uni- 
versal conscription and that for 
him to go back on that pledge 
would alienate many liberal mem- 
bers of the Commons, notably the 
Quebec Liberals who represent 
the balance of power between the 
two major parties. 

A neat solution of the dilemma 
has been indicated by the Prime 
Minister. He declares he will not 
support any policy of conscription 
for service overseas without first 
consulting the nation on that sub- 
ject. This consultation is expected 
to take the form: of:a national ref- 
erendum.

Were 1571 Complaint

ended last April 7, inspectors for 
the Smoke Regulation Division 
visited 13,678 installations of new 
heating. equipment and viewed 
1292 other installations which 
lacked permits.

Violations of the smoke elimina- 


tion ordinance were detected in 
4107 cases but there were 5220 
smoke observations made which 
did not indicate a violation of 
the regulations, Summonses were 
issued in 1498 cases. 

Firing instructions were given on 


of 868 plants and 116 samples of 
coal analyzed. Inspectors made a 
daily average of 14 calls each. Ob- 
servations of train smoke totaled 


S| 32,424 but only 278 violations were 


noted. Photographs were 
in 328 instances, 

Most of the permits for heating 
equipment in conformity with the 
ordinance were issued for stokers 
for domestic use. Oil burner in- 
stallations numbered 475, while 
permits were issued for 51 oil 
burner units in old furnaces. Per- 
mits were granted for the use of 
934 gas burners and six gas units 
in furnaces. Stoves and water heat- 
ers represented in the list of per- 
mits were 2046 and warm air fur- 
naces 2741. 

Plans were approved for 13,305 
installations of proper heating 
equipmient. Of 906 solid fuel appli- 
cations received, 415 were rejected. 
More than 17,400 letters were sent 
out in connection with enforcement 
of the smoke elimination program.

A hundred and fifty air miles 
from the Alaskan capital, it has 
become an emergency landing field 
for Juneau’s commercial air line 
services. Long range air liners of 
the Pan-American now can come 
up along the coast out of Seattle, 
and if they can’t see the landing 
field at Juneau they can slip over 
the ridges to Whitehorse. 
Already an Air Center. 

Whitehorse has an excellent 
meterological service and all sorts 
of the region's unscheduled avia- 
tion get in touch with Whitehorse 
as a matter of course.

| West, Midwest and South Get- | 


- ting More Than East Re- 
cently, Board Reports. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3 (AP).—The 
Middle West, South and West have 
been getting a bigger share of de- 
fense projects in the last few 
months, the National Industrial 
Conference Board reported today. 

The research organization found 
that the trend toward decentrali- 
zation was increasing, the Middle 


Atlantic states in particular getting 
a smaller part of the new defense 
contracts. 

The West South Central 


| region, 
which had less than $300,000,000 


worth of defense orders at the end 
of March, had. about $1,100,000,000 
worth at the end of September. 
Oklahoma’s contracts rose in that 
period from $20,000,000 to $300,000, 
000, while Texas started with $220, 
000,000 and rose to $650,000,000. 
The West North Central area, 
which had less than $500,000,000 in 
defense orders in March, increased 
that total to $1,400,000,000 within 
six months. Kansas on Oct. 1 had 
$320,000,000 - in defense contracts 
compared with less than $50,000,000 
worth in March; Minnesota’s 
awards increased to $150,000,000 
from $15,000,000: Iowa’s to $162- 
000,000 from $65,000,000, and Ne- 
braska’s to $187,000,000 from $20, 
000,000. . Missouri, however, leads 
in that region with contracts call- 
ing for worth of prod- 


The survey showed that while 
early in 1941 the East North Cen- 
tral and West North Central areas 
held more than half of all Govern- 
ment-financed plant contracts, a 
wider spreading of the work had 
reduced that share to about 37 per 


The West South Central held 
10.9 per cent of the plant orders 
against 4.3 per cent in March, and 
the Mountain States got 4.7 per 
cent compared with 1.7 per cent 
six months earlier. The East North 
Central area held 22 per cent of 
the total on Sept. 27 compared 
with 38.9 per cent on March 31; the 
West North Central, Middle .Atlan- 
tic and South Atlantic showing 
smaller decreases. 

The survey also noted “a sharp 
increase in Government awards for 
industrial facilities that duplicate 
privately-owned plants.” 

Chiefly in the iron and steel and 
non-ferrous metals industries, it 
showed, the Government invest- 
men in such facilities increased to 
23 per cent of the total awards 
on Sept. 27 from 13 per cent last 
March 31. ,

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Biting Dogs

EMORIES of the dozens of dogs who accompanied me .

through childhood were revived today by the plight of 


Sporty, a white fox terrier, who sits in a death cell on 


Long Island, awaiting execution in a lethal chamber. Sporty is . 


a victim of Section 10 of the New 
York Sanitary Code which decrees 
that a dog found guilty of biting 
on three occasions shall be put to 
death. The code does not distin- 
guish between bites made in anger 
and bites made in fun, nor does 
it taken into consideration what 
prompted the bites. It is well for 
the dogs who overran our house 
when I was a boy that we did not 
live in New York, because they 


would have had to pull straws to __ 


, ma =6see which one of them went to the 

x lethal chamber first. They all had 
HENRY McLEMORE a mild streak of cannibalism in 
them, but no one worried about this, because it enabled them 
to piece out their meals when the table scraps were not of suf- 
ficient quantity or quality. As I recall it through a blur of 
years, our dogs started biting people shortly after sun-up and 
did not stop until they had had enough.

THEIR TASTES RAN for all sorts of persons. Major, a 
combination Dalmatian-retriever, was the only one of the dogs 
who was particular. He fancied himself as something of a 
gourmet. He would bite only a certain uncle who visited us 
three or four times a year. This uncle maintained that he 
loved dogs, but always added “in their place,” and his actions 
indicated that it was in South America or some other equally 
remote point. Major liked to bite this uncle at any time, but 
especially when he was rocking on the front porch in the sun. 
We children had it figured out that the sun warmed our uncle 
end made him more palatable. After five or six visits and five 
or six nips, uncle never would sit in the sun, but always drew 
his rocker to a shady corner as if to spite Major. 

x * * 

ONE OF THE DOGS, a liver and white pointer with just 
enough bulldog in him to make his ears stand up, specialized 

biting us children. There were five of us and he was pretty 
—— dividing up his nips. He would let the girls have 
it on Mondays and Tuesdays and work on me and my two 
brothers the remainder of the week. We never resented this 
attention. In fact, we were proud of Dan’s ability to keep the 
days of the week straight, and used to brag of it to other 
children whose dogs didn’t keep a schedule in their biting. 
Neither layman nor doctor gave much thought to dog bites in 
those days. The standard treatment for a bite was turpentine. 
You just poured turpentine over the teeth marks and trusted 
that enough would soak in to accomplish the healing wonders 
that turpentine was supposed to effect. 

x * * 

SPORTY, NOW FACING execution here in New York, 
would have been a popular and respected dog in our town. No 
one had much use for a dog who wouldn't bite. They were con- 
sidered sissies and rated along with egg-sucking hounds, When 
a stranger asked you if your dog would bite, it was with « 
touch of pride in your voice that you answered, “Well, just try 
to pat him and find out.” Sporty, old boy, I hope you beat the 
rap, If you don't, be sure to tell Major and Dan and all the 
others who worked on me as a: boy that they were lucky to 
pass on before three bites made a dog a criminal. That wasn't 
even par for the course in their day. 


CASE RECORDS

ASE U-146: Charley G., aged 42, is a physician friend of 
mine. — 
“What did you think of the orchestra tonight?” he 
asked me after we had attended a show with our wives and

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2. 


T has taken the shock of na- 
| tionai emergency to jolt atten- 

tion upon the fact that every year 
the people of the United States are 
purveying to livestock or flooding 
down sewers 50,000,000,000 pounds 
of one of its richest foodstuffs. 
The very name of this aliment has 
been so unpopular that an Ameri- 
can industry recently spent $90,000 
and carried litigation to the Circuit 
Coutt of Appeals in a vain effort 
to have it changed. For genera- 
tions it has served as a figure of 
reproach, In the citation above, 
Hotspur uses it to vent his disdain 
for the timid and treacherous 
Archbishop of York. 

But there are signs that at last 
skim milk may be coming into its 
own, Abroad in the land are scien- 
tists of the defense organization 
and volunteer aposties like Carlos 
C. Van Leer Jr., of Washington, 
who ‘preach the virtues of the lowly 


_ fluid and the scandal of its prodig- 


ious social and economic waste. 
Far from being the meager liquid 
of popular prejudice, fit only for 
animal gullets, they urge that it 
retains 70 per cent of the nutritive 
valuesg.of fresh whole milk, all of 
the latter’s constituents save fat 
and Vitamin A, and nearly all of 
its proteins, sugar, mineral salts 
and vitamins. 

It is argued that skim milk is the 
cheapest and most abundant source 
of muscle-building proteins and of 
calcium and phosphorus, builders 
and repairers of bones and teeth. 
One cup contains as much lime as 
seven eggs or 52 slices of bread. 
Its lactose is a: generator of heat 
and energy. It affords Vitamin B, 
or thiamin; and Vitamin G, or rib- 
oflavin, The former is believed to 
influence appetite, digestion and 
nervous health. Because of its ef- 
fect on general vitality, riboflavin 
is known as the “youth” vitamin, 
Administered in adequate quanti- 
ties, physicians have found, skim 
milk is of advantage in the treat- 
ment and prevention of tuberculo- 
sis, rickets and pellagra. It re- 
duces the dahger of bone fracture 
by one-third, promotes weight and 
stature in children, and cuts infant 
and maternal ‘death rates. 

In view of these facts, it is stag- 
gering to discover that there is 
literally no commercial market for 
skim milk, as a result of general 
ignorance and age-old bias. It is 
yielded in torrents, at a rate of 
50,000,000 quarts a day, as a by- 
product of the manufacture of but- 
ter *and cream. In urban cream- 
eries it is commonly destroyed. 
On farms it is fed to pigs, calves 
and poultry, which is of course an 
improvement over pouring it out 
on the ground. But thé nutritive

Joss is disastrous. By scientific 
calculation, 6.4 pounds of skim 
milk are required to produce one 
pound of edible pork, and 23.4 
pounds to yield one pound of 
edible fowl. 

Farmers do not ship skim milk 
to the cities because there is no 
demand which would set a remun- 
erative price. But the goal of the 
present crusade, stimulated by food 
shortages resulting from war con- 
ditions, is to divert to human con- 
sumption this deluge of largely 
wasted nourishment. The strategic 
point chosen for attack is skim 
milk in powdered form. There are 
several methods for its manufac- 
ture, but the most acceptable is 
known as the spray process. Skim 
milk is sprayed under high pres- 
sure into a drying chamber, where 
the fine mist comes in contact with 
a current of filtered, heated air. 
Rapid evaporation of moisture 
leaves the solid matter behind in 
the form of tiny particles, which 
fall to the bottom of the chamber 
and are removed. The drying of 
skim milk apparently causes little 
change in food quality, and the 
cost is 1% cents a pound. 

Five quarts of skim milk are re- 
duced by this process to one 
pound of dry product. Moisture 
content falls from 905 to 3 per 
cent. The result is a food of high 
concentration—a factor of desper~ 
ate importance in view of de 
ficiencies of shipping space. By 
analysis, dry skim milk eantains 
38 per cent of proteins, 50 per cent 
of lactose, 8 per cent of inorganic 
salts and about 1 per cent of fat. 
In addition, it is virtually immune 
to spoilage. It does not freeze, 
Containing a minimum of butter 
fat, it cannot tum rancid, But the 
powder has a violent affinity for 
water. To prevent caking, it must 


be packed in moisture-proof con-. 


tainers. Addition of four cups of 
water to three ounces of powder 


‘yields a quart of restored skim 


milk, Its fat deficiency may be 
compensated with'an ounce of but- 
ter or cleomargarine. Vitamin A is 
available in green growing plants. 


. 

HE dry skim milk industry, 
1 on which Holland formerly 
possessed a monopoly, was in- 
troduced in this country about 15 
years ago. By 1932 the annual out- 
put was 270,194,000 pounds. This 
rose to 408,380,000 pounds in 1939 
and 481,742,000 in 1940. Present 
production is estimated at a rate 
of 515,463,940 pounds for the year. 
These slow but steady advances 

have been due to several factors, 
The “Big Three” of the dairy in- 
dustry are Wisconsin, Iowa and 
Minnesota. Outside this area are 
great tracts of low milk produc- 
tion. Because of the expense of 
liquid milk, a market 
arose in such districts for pow- 
dered milk, both for human use 
and animal feeding. Bakers of

N addition to its food value, skim milk has been found to have

to dyes, and ability to withstand dry: éleaning and washing, is 
made from casein, a by-product of skim milk, _ 
Braid made of this fiber has been found useful in protecting 
the hair during the permanent waving process, and since the 
fiber can be blended with wool, mohair, cotton, rayon, or fur, it

considerable quantities, The Gov- 
ernment found it a practicable 
mode of sustenance for relief fami- 
lies. The fall of Holland opened 
new markets in Latin America. 
Finally; the war created what is 
described as “a bottomless de- 
mand” for dry skim milk, 


The Surplus Marketing Admin- 
istration promised during the first 
lend-lease year to supply 200,000,- 
000 pounds of this commodity to 
Britain, which has large reser- 
voirs of storable foodstuffs like 
wheat and sugar, but depends on 
the United States for such vital 
nutriments as eggs, pork and dairy 
products. Last June SMA an- 
nounced that it was in the market 
for purchases of dry skim milk, 
regardless of quantity. It is now 
buying this product at a rate of 
1,000,000 pounds a week. It has 
arranged with the Office of Pro- 
duction Management for priorities 
on materials for drying machines, 
and s®ce last summer has had 
agents in the field for the purpose 
of developing new facilities and 
capacity employment in some 145 
existing plants, 


That the program has encoun- 
tered serious obstacles seems clear 
from two facts. Between March 
15 and Oct. 25 SMA was able to 


purchase only 27,935,600 pounds— 
which leaves about 172,069,400 to 
go for fulfillment of the British 
commitment by next June 1. In 
the second place, manufacturers’ 
stocks of dry skim milk fell dur- 
ing the year beginning Oct. 1, 
1940, from 45,000,000 to 27,000,000 
pounds. The conclusion seems 
plausible that most lend-lease de- 
liveries were drawn not from new 
manufactures but from existing 
stocks, to the possible deprivation 
of American poor and relief fami- 
lies. Production of dry skim milk 
rose only 7 per cent during the 
same period, though current prices 
—13% to 15 cefts a pound—rose 
by 8 or even 13 per cent during 
the single month of September. 
Despite mounting returns and 
demand, private industry still 
finds greater profits in butter and 
cheese, the prices of which have 


‘soared 30 and 70 per cent respec- 


tively in the last year. It has been 
chary of investing capital in ma- 
chines which would bring smaller 
gains and might be of dubious 
value at the emergency’s end.

Though expressing full sym- 
pathy with the program to popu- 
larize skim milk, McNutt held him- 
self to be bound by the language 
of the Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act, which directed that, as far 
as practicable, a food product must 
be branded “under its common or 
usual name.” He rejected the label 
of “Milk Solids” on the ground 
that “the food made by separating 
the fat from the sweet milk of 
cows is commonly known as ‘skim 
milk.’” Manufacturers were au- 
thorized, . without danger of a 
charge of misbranding, to label 
their products “Dried Skim Milk,” 
“Powdered Skim Milk” or “Skim 
Milk Powder.” 


The case was carried to the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in St. Louis. This tribunal, 
on Sept. 9 last, upheld Adminis- 
trator McNutt’s ruling. A further 
appeal to the Supreme Court is 
open, but it is believed no further 
judicial steps will be taken. 


In the meanwhile, it appears 
that new fields for the use of dry 
skim milk are growing by leaps 
and bounds. Civilian population is 
increasing, with a large proportion 
of the nation’s childhood in low in- 
come brackets.

West was tempted to open either 
the jack of diamonds or the spade 
ten but, feeling that there was 
some chance of “forcing” declarer, 
finally decided in favor of his part- 
ner’s heart suit.

Dummy played the king, East 
the ace, and declarer ruffed, The 
spade king promptly was laid down. 
West dared not play the ten, for 
fear his partner might think it a 
singleton, But his caution had no 
effect because East still went right 
in with the ace and then, afraid to 
return either a spade or a heart, 
shifted to a low diamond. This 
was a sheer gift to declarer, who 
let the lead ride to the queen, re- 
turned to his ace, and ruffed a dia- 
mond, thereby avoiding any loser 
in the suit. He cashed the spade 
queen, and then the heart king, dis- 
carding his own last spade. He 
then led a club to the ace, and re- 
turned an established diamond. 
West was helpless. If he ruffed in 
with the club king, any return he 
could make would permit declarer 
to draw trumps and cash the last 
diamond. Actually, he ruffed in 
with the club eight, forcing dum- 
my’s queen, but this made it just 
as easy. After overruffing with 
the queen, declarer returned a 
trump to his own ten. West won 
with the king and returned a heart. 
Declarer ruffed low, drew West's 
last trump, and cashed the dia- 
mond. 

East’s defense had cost not only 
one, but two tricks, After declarer 
ruffed the opening heart lead, it 
was virtually out of the question 
that he held only one spade, the 
blank king. Hence East should not 
have rushed in with his spade ace, 
but should have waited for a spade 
continuation. On a second spade 
lead by declarer, West’s ten would 
show up.
